Ward No. III . - The North side boundary runs from boundary Pillar No. 62 
near the Railway Crossing on the Mahatma Gandhi Road , along the portion of 
Mahatma Gandhi Road to Napier Road . Then along the Napier Road upto the 
Railway Crossing at its junction with Hardinge Road , The boundary then turns 
along the Hardingc Road upto the Hospital Road . From there it proceeds along 
the Hospital Road upto its Crossing with Irwin Road . From there it runs along 
Irwin Road upto boundary Pillar No. 55, from there it runs along Cantonment 
boundary Pillar Numbers, 56 , 57, 58, 59 , 60, 61 and 62 .

There 
from it runs along the Hospital Road upto the Western boundary of the Canton 
ment General Hospital (but excluding Cantonment General Hospital ) . From there 
it runs along the boundary line of bungalow Numbers 106 , 107, 108 (excluding these 
bungalows ) . From South West corner of bungalow Number 108 it runs to the East 
South corner of house number 622 , Faithfulganj. Then it runs along houses 
number 622 , 562 , 561 upto Faulkncr road including these houses . From there it runs 
along the Faulkner Road towards North upto house number 297 Faithfulganj. 
Then it turns Westwards along houses number 297 , 296 , 295 , 236, turning towards 
South along house number 250 , including these houses. Then the boundary turns 
Westwards along the houses number 250 , 251, 252, 253 , 280 , 195 and 196 upto Irwin 
Road . Then it runs towards South along the portion of Irwin Road upto its 
junction with Biscoc Road . From there it runs along Biscoe Road upto its crossing 
with Elliot road , and from thcre it runs upto boundary pillar number 48 .

It then turns along with the Canton 
ment boundary towards G . T , Road upto Sircar Road . From there, the boundary 
runs along Sircar Road upto its junction with Muir Road . From there it runs 
along Muir Road upto boundary pillar No .
